W ashington. June 11.—Preliminary 
reports of the spring wheat, acreage 
indicated a reduction of about 3,811, 
OOO ac res or 12.8 per cent. 
Of the 
nineteen states representing spring 
wticat, thirteen report a reduced acre­ 
age. Washington being the only state 
having 100,000 acres or upward in this 
product that reports an increase. 
The average 
condition of 
spring 
wheat on June I was 94.4 as compared 
with 92 at the corresponding date last 
year, 87.3 on June I, 1900, and a ten 
year average of 92.6. 
The present reported average con­ 
dition haR been exceeded only three 
times In the last fifteen years. 
The 
average condition of 
winter 
Wheaton June I was 76.1 as com par'd 
with 76.4 
on May 
I, 1902; 87.8 
on 
June I, 1901; 82.5 on June I, 1900, and 
80.3 the mean of the June averages 
of the fast ten years. 
The total reported acreage in oats 
is about four-tenths of one per cent in 
excess of the acreage harvested last 
year.

The 
freight was loaded with fruit and wat­ 
ermelons, peaches and vegetables were 
widely scattered.

Washington, June ll.—There 
now 
seems to be no doubt that Represent­ 
ative Burton will withdraw from the 
race for congress from the Cleveland 
district since matters seem to have 
shaped themselves so that it will be 
impossible for him to reconsider his 
determination. The federal officials in 
Cleveland who were responsible for 
the coup which compelled Mr. Burton 
to retire are not to be disciplined for 
pernicious activity, Senator 
Hanna’s 
plea for them at the White House 
having been thoroughly successful. 
Senator Hanna had a long confer­ 
ence with the president Tuesday. 
At 
the conclusion of the interview he 
talked freely regarding the published 
Intentions of Mr. Burton of Ohio to 
withdraw from the race for congress 
owing to the fact that he had not been 
permitted to name the chairman of the 
district committee. 
“I don't want to criticise Mr. Bur­ 
ton," said the senator, "but I do not 
believe his charges are well founded, 
nor do I want to make that subject a 
national matter. 
The whole thing is 
absurd." 
Senator Hanna declared that 
Mr. 
Burton never spoke to him about the 
matter of having a .candidate of his 
own until last Friday morning. 
The 
election was to take place at 2 o’clock 
that afternoon and Senator Hanna said 
he sent a telegram to Cleveland ask­ 
ing that a compromise be effected, if 
possible. 
"A mistake in transmission made 
th® initials in the dispatch incorrect,” 
and the mes­ 
sage was regarded as a fake and no 
attention paid to it. But even if I had 
bien thor® they would have paid no 
attention to rn®.** 
Senator Hanna also stated that the 
civil service commission had examined 
into Mr. Burton’s charges that certain 
federal office holders In Ohio had tak­ 
en an active part in politics and had j Exporter*’ 
failed to find anything in them that 
constituted violation of the civil ser­ 
vice law. 
As a result the president 
has concluded not to send letters to 
the Cleveland officers censuring them 
for pernicious activity in politics. With 
some warmth Senator 
Hanna 
said, 
“The mere fact a man holds public 
office does not necessarily mean that 
he should resign his rights of citizen­ 
ship.” 
The senator scouted the idea of his 
falling out with the president on this 
matter and seemed to feel that he had 
been put in a false light through Mr. 
Burton’s action.
